In his ad- 
dress Dr. FraiK'i.s rcft ired to tli<^ un- 
certainty of the cause of I^oomis' 
death. He said: "We do not know 
whether the cause of bis death ia hid- 
den in the depths of the dark blue sea 
or in the blackne.'^s of a mart's heart." 

Hundreds followed the remains to^ 
the cemetery, where he was laid in 
the grave by the hands of friends of 
his boyhood, classmates in college and 
bis aaaodatea In later life. Assistant 
Secretary of State Frank B. Loomis 
escorted Mra. K«Bt Loomli to the fu- 
neral.

Chicago, Aug. 6.— The strike in th'j 
packing houses was practically lust 
sight of Friday in the excitement at- 
teadlBg a nui en tlia Drorani Trust' 
and Savings bank, one of stockyards 
institutions. The rush of the depos- 
itors to the bank started early Friday 
because of an tmfounded rumor that 
one of the packers' representatives 
had withdrawn bis money from tha Ui' 
tititutlon and reports that tha baek 

was ixing used l)y tlic packing com- 
I)aiiius as an adjunct in paying oft 
their new employes, who have taken 
the places of the strikers. All day 
long hundreds of excited depositors, 
most of whom had only small accounts 
in the bank, stood In line to withdraw 
their deposits. When closiui; tiui'' 
came Friday afit'i'iioon tlu-re wcir ii 
least a ihousanii iicr.^on.s waiting for 
their money. The ufhcials of the bank 
determined to meet the emergency, 
called in extra tellers and the place 
was kept open tmtll every depositor 
who pii seiued himself at the window 
had bi'cii satisfied. 'i"he paying win- 
dows of the bank witc l<ept otien im- 
til after 8 o'clock Friday night. Near- 
ly two hotnrs b^ora that time tha last 
•man in line had bean paid hia depoait 
in full and fresh arrivals nad ceased 
coming. 

It is (siimalt'd that upwards of 3,- 
000 depositors cnll'-d and withdrew 
their deposits during the day. When 
tha run was at its height, the bank 

withdrew $100,000 of Its deposit with 
the C(jmmereial national l)ank and a 
like amount from the First national 
bank in order to prevent any possi- 
bility of the bank being unable to 
meet its obligations. 

"We have plenty of money to meet 
any kind of a run. ' said Vice Presi- 
dent William A. Tililm. after the bank 
ha<i lieen elosed tor I lie night. ' \\\' 
had over J.^ooikmi in our vaults and 
besides the iL'noddii taken from the 
down-town banks, have received of- 
fers of assistance from the First n«- 
tliuial bank of Chicasio. ilu- Natimial 
I'ark bank of Nt-w YoiU, and ilio 
Standard Trust bank of New Yorlc. 
None of these offers will be aeeept- 
ed. as we have on hand all the money 
we need. Our windows vrill be kept 
open until all of the depositors are 
pntisfied.

Attitude of the United States in Re- 
gard to the telcure of Marehant 

Vessels Is Gratifying to the 
I , Russian Authorities. 

Makdea, Aug. 6. — ^It.is reported here 
that the Japanese attacked the Rus- 
sian position at Anshanshan (midway 
between Haicheng and Liao Yang) on 
August 2 and were repulsed with 
heavy loss. The RuMlan casualties 
ara not known. 

Berlin, Aug. 6. — The National Zel- 
tung prints a private telegram from 
Toklo, dated Aupust in which it is 
stated that there are five Japanese di- 
visions before Port Arthur, part of 
them within three and a half miles of 
the fortress aa<l that there ara alto- 
gether 20 divisions in Manchuria. The 
telegram says that Toklo is expecting 
the f.Hll of Tort Arthur and the capitu- 
lation of Gen. Kuropatkin on the sanio 
day. 

St. Petersburg, jVus- 6.-^A press rep- 
resentative Is able to announce that 

there will be no repetition of tho 
Knight Commander and Tiiea iiui- 
dents. Russia has issued inst nu t ions 
to naval commanders not to sink neu- 
tral merchantmen with contraband on 
board In the future, except in cases 
of direct necessity, but in cases of 
emergtncy to send jirizes Into neutral 
IKirts. "IHrect necessity" may be re- 
j^arded as a reservation of a right 
which Russia does not formally relin- 
(laish but which it is safe to say will 
not again be exercised during tha 
present war. 

Russia's concessions In this matter 
may be looked upon as proof of her 
sincere desire to avoid international 
complications or the unnecessary irri- 
tation' of neutrals. 

Tha authorities here feel that this 
course' will be satisfactory to Great 
Britain and the other powers. W'ith 
such assurances it will make the 
Knight Commander and Thea cases 
much easier of adjustment. As the 
witnesses and papers are all at Vlad- 
ivostok these cases will probably go 
through the prize court there. 

Much interest is shown in govern- 
ment and diplomatic circles here re- 
garding the dispatches from the Unit- 
ed States which report that the Wash- 
ington government is sounding the 
powt rs as to their position concerning 
neutral commerce. This action of the 
llnit((l States novernnient is very 
gratifying to the Russian authorities.

The Committee Appointed By Ex-Qov.

Manila. Aug. C<. — The opium commit- 
tee ajipointed last August by former 
(Jov. Taft to investigate the laws and 
conditions with regard to opium In all 
Oriental countries has rendered its re- 
port. The aommittee rec<anmends that 
opium truffle should be strictly a gov- 
ernmental monopoly at once, that at 
the end of three years of importatiou 
of opium should be absolutely prohib- 
ited with the exception of medicinal 
requirements, only confirmed habitues 
of the drug who are over 21 years of 
age to be granted a smokers' license 
and that an educational campaign 
against the use Of opium to ba started 
In the schools.

LOST THEIR LIVES. 



Micliaol Riley, Tlis Danprliter and 
Six of Her Little Giii 
Friends Drowned. 



WERE BATHING IN THE MISSISSIPPI 



While Wadinfr, in the Darkness, I liey 
Stepped From a Sand B4r Into 
tba Dacp dianncL 



The Whole Party Disappeared Beneath 
the Water rind Were Drowned— 

One of the Crowd, a Child, 
Was Rescued. 

Alton, 111., Aug. 6.— While bathin- 
m the MiRsissippl river Friday night 
.Michael Riley, his daughter and six of 
the latter's little girl friends were 
drowned. Ona child w&O l*ti IB the 
party was rescued. 

Riley lived near the river In the 
southern part of the city and was ac- 
customed to bathe on the beach in 
front of his home after his return from 
work. Friday night his little daugh- 
ter begged to go with him and Riley 
took her and seven of her little girl 
friends to the beach with him. 

When they entered the water. Rlley 
bade Ihe children join hands and they 
all waded into the water and walked 
along a sand bar which stretches out 
into the stream at that point. They 
had gone soma distance from the shore 
when suddenly the whole jiarty disap- 
peared lieneath the water, having in 
the darkness stepped from the sand 
bar Into the deep channel. 

The children struggled and scream- 
ed, fighting desperately to reach the 
sand bar, where the water was only 
a foot or so In depth. Rlley, who is 
said to have been a good swiinnier, is 
thought to have been made helpless 
by the girls clinging to him and ham- 
pering bis efforts to save them. 

Tha only one In the party to regain 
the sand bar was Mary TImmlny. 8 
years old. The child Is unable to tell 
how she saved herself Iteyond the 
statement that "I snatched my hand 
loose from the grasp of the little girl 
next to me, and soon found that 1 
could stand up and that the water only 
came to my knees." 

The beach where the accident oc- 
curred is practically deserted after 
nightfall, and the screams of the little 
Timmlny girl failed to attract anyone 
to the scena. After Riley and her 
playmates had disappeared beneath 
the water, the (hlld ran from tn<' 
beach and readied her home, scream- 
ing at the top of her lungs. She w is 
so hysterical that it was some time 
before her parents could gather an ac- 
count of what had occurred. 

Immediately Mr. Timmlny organized 
a rescue party, but when they reached 
the beach there was no sign of Riley 
and the seven little girii WlW Mary 
had seen sink. 

Boats were hastily secured and In a 
short time four of the bodies had been 
recovered. Searching parties worked 
late into the night. 

According to the account of the ac- 
cident given by the Timmlny girl tho 
drowning was caused by the excite- 
meQt incident to the passage of a 
large river steamer. Mary says that 
they had waded some distance into 
the stream, keeping cirefully to the 
sand bar, winn tli" wash from the 
Stegmer caused waves of GOnslderablO 
height to come ashore.

and coats are satisfied. 

Vagrants are declared to be able-bodied 
males with no trade, calling or profession, 
and no visible means of support, who 
habitoally loiter or ramble ; able-bodied 
male* who Ml or refoaa to labor tbt the 
support of their family ; able-bodied 
males who purposely desert their wives 
or cbildien; any able-bodieli male or 
female who habitually loitera about the 
streets or public places of any village or 
tolra.
